"  Remember  the  strength  of  the  bundle  of  twigs,  and  support  each  other  throughout  life." 
was  the  advice  to  his  sons,  of  our  ancestor  Sir  Robert  Wigram,  and  although,  on 
account  of  the  widespread  ramifications  through  which  his  descendants  are  now 
dispersed,  the  maxim  may  scarcely  be  literally  applicable  at  the  present  day,  yet 
I  think  the  principle  continues  to  find  a  place  in  the  minds  of  many  of  the  family, 
in  a  desire  to  preserve  some  association  with,  and  record  of,  their  fellow  members. 

The  "  Register  of  the  Wigram  Family  "  is  an  endeavour  to  give  eft'ect  to  this  senti- 
ment, in  the  form  of  a  complete  record  of  the  family  in  all  its  branches,  from  the 
time  of  Sir  Robert  to  the  present  day,  and  I  hope  may  prove  of  use  and  interest 
to  many  of  its  members.
